Subject:  Dress Code in the Chambers During Session

1.  Members of the Wyoming Legislature shall dress in business formal attire befitting the 

decorum of the Wyoming Legislature and the wearing of bolo ties shall be permitted. 

However, denim shall not be allowed.  All persons permitted access to the floor of the 

House or Senate shall be held to the same standard.  

 

2. Leadership of the House and Senate are responsible for ensuring members are dressed in 

business formal attire and will notify members who may not meet the dress code. 

 

3. Name badges shall be worn at all times by members, legislative staff, interns and aides on 

the floor while the bodies are gaveled into session. 
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
